At least nine of every 10 po- 
tential disasters. in coal mines 
can be prevented if mine owners, 


supervisors and workers co-oper- 
ate in making safety practices a 
daily habit, James Westfield, 
chief of the United States Bureau 
of- Mines health and safety divi- 
sion, declared here today. ~~ 

Taking part in a symposium on 
disasters arranged by the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, the federal ex- 
pert said mine disasters are 
“man-made”—that is, men carry 
on their operations under rec- 
onizable dangers without guard- 
ing against the hazards, or follow 
unsafe practices that create the 
hazards or precipitate accidents. 

Counting as disasters all mine 
accidents in which five or more 
persons lose their lives, he said 
there have been 516 recorded dis- 
asters. costing 11,276 lives in the 
last 50 years. Of these, 444 disas- 
ters and 10,306 casualties were in 
coal mines. 

In the last five years, there 
were 16 disasters with a loss of 
255 lives. The fact that there 
were no disasters in coal mines 
in 1949 and 1950 shows that 
catastrophes can be eliminated 
for a year or two at a time, and 
the number can be held down, 
with relatively few deaths, in 
other years, he declared. 

Reasons for Lag in Controls. 

“Some causes of mine explo- 
sions had been known for many 
years,” Westfield stated, “but 
methods of control were not being 
adopted because mine officials 
and mine workers either did not 
believe they were needed or per- 
sistently followed unsafe but

Dulles’ suggested that Stalin 
outline specific peace proposals 
to the new Administration after 
Eisenhower takes office Jan. 20.

TRAFFIC DEATHS 
REACH 348 IN LONG 
HOLIDAY WEEKEND 


CHICAGO, Dec. 27 
Deaths on the highways, at a little 
past the halfway mark in the 


four-day Christmas holiday week- 
end, reached 348 today. Acci- 
dental deaths from all causes 
totaled 450, Forty-nine persons 
perished in fires—none of them 
invelving Christmas-trees-—and 53 
died in miscellaneous accidents. 

The National Safety Council, 
expressing concern at the high ac- 
cident rate, urged motorists to 
use “common sense, courtesy and 
a practical application of the 
Christmas spirit.” It warned of 
the “biggest, ugliest traffic death 
toll ever piled up on any holiday 
in the history of our country.” 
The present four-day survey pe- 
riod ends at midnight Sunday. 

The record slaughter on the 
highways was during the four-day 
Christmas holiday of 1936 when 
555 persons were killed. Last 
year’s Christmas holiday recorded 
the nation’s highest accidental 
death toll—789—including 535 in 
traffic. 

In Missouri there were 18 
highway fatalities and one death 
from fire. Illinois reported 18 
traffic deaths, one from fire and 
one from a miscellaneous cause. 

The traffic toll in the first 11 
months this year averaged 102

‘Political Spite Work.’

tails of his work, freedom from

The pattern of human relation- 
ships in research is changing 
Williamson pointed out. For a 
century or more, research, espe- 
cially in universities, has been 
something of a “lone wolf” opera-. 
tion, with’ individual professors 
usually conducting individual 
projects, he said, but now increas- 
ingly large research projects em- 
ploy teams of many individuals, 
and sometimes the workers come 
from different fields. 

“This new development,” he 
said, ‘‘may be due in part to the 
fact that large grants make pos- 
sible the employment of many 
hands, compared to the small 
grants of the past, and it may 
also be that we are now testing 
so many larger hypotheses and 
problems that we must bring to 
the larger task more specialists 
to make a broad-gauge and many- 
faceted attack upon a problem.” 


ATOMIC ENERGY 
FOUND TO KILL 
TRICHINOSIS IN PORK 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., Dec. 27 
(AP)—The University of Michi- 
gan’s Memorial-Phoenix project 
said today it now has under way 
54 research studies on peacetime 
uses of atomic energy. 

In the last year the studies dis- 
closed new uses of atomic energy 
ranging from a new method of 
distinguishing between cretins 
(babies without thyroid function) 
and Mongoloid idiots to new ways 
to kill trichinosis in pork. 

Dr. Ralph A. Sawyer, director 
of the studies, said a new tech- 
nique was found by which radio- 
active iodine is used to measure 
the thyroid activity of newly-born 
infants. By this method the cre- 
tins can be distinguished from 
the Mongoloid idiot, whose con- 
dition is in no way related to thy- 
roid activity. As a result, treat- 


Four synthetic chemical sub- 
stances added in tiny amounts to 
food products, could increase the 
protein value of the world’s food 
supply by as much as 50 to 100 
per cent, a chemist told the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science here yes- 
terday. 

The chemicals, four of the 
amino acids, can be made in un- 
limited quantities from petro- 
leum, coal tar and waste plant 
matter, N. W. Flodin of E. I. 
du Pont de Nemours & Co., said. 
Although there -re 21 amino 
acids which the body uses in 
muscle building, eight cannot be 
made by the human body and 
must be included in the diet. Four 
of these are particularly impor- 


ter are biologists or agricultural 
scientists, and the rest are in 
physics, mathematics, psychology 
and other fields. 

“Among the manpower short- 
ages,” he declared, “the most 
critical of all has seemed to be 
the shortage of comparatively 
young scientists, a few years past 
the Ph.D, degree, with good train- 
ing and enough experience s0 
that they were coming into their 
most productive years of individ- 
ual research or as leaders of re- 
search groups. This shortage is 
easy to explain. There was a 
marked reduction in the number 
of doctor’s degrees granted dur- 
ing the war years.” 

Decline In Some Degrees. 

Wolfle said the nation’s gradu- 
ate schools turned out 16,000 new 
science doctorates in the past five 
years and will produce an addi- 
tional 19,000 in ‘the next five. 
However, the next five years are 
expected fo produce only two- 
thirds as many bachelor of science 
graduates as the comparable post- 
war period. 

That means, Wolfle declared, 
that the United States may expect 
to have an increased number of 
experienced Ph.D. scientists but 
they will have a harder time re- 
cruiting helpers than has been 
true in the recent past. 

“In the final analysis,” he said, 
“whether or not the future supply 
will be adequate to meet the na- 
tion’s needs will depend upon 
what the nation requires of its 
scientists and upon the conditions 
and policies which determine how 
effectively scientific manpower is 
utlized in the best interests of 
the nation as a whole.”

It is slight extension, indeed, to the 
awful view that any consistent oppo- 
nents of Chiang, McCarthy, McCarran, 
the Smith Act, and loyalty oaths must 
also admit to being “party liners.” The 
news conflict between this Government 
‘witch hunt and the Bill of Rights’ anni- 
versary is ironically amusing. 

The indictment also emphasizes an- 
other premise that goes unquestioned in 
most discussions of the case. This is 
the assumption that a policy that is un- 
successful is therefore unquestionably 
mistaken; that in foreign policy the im- 
mediate end justifies the means and 
hindsight catch the hindmost. 
~ Given a complex decision, it is per- 
haps not yet treasonable to question 
whether long-term gain can accrue to 
American. democracy from our support 
of the Chiangs and Francos and Titos, 
or whether our expenditure can or 
should swing the balance between one 
corrupt dictatorship and another.

The case of the French seamen is only a 
sample of thé mistrust and suspicion _wgich 
seeped into our immigration policy Christmas 
Eve. Since the McCarran Act codifies ail such 
policy, it cannot be and is not all bad. But it 
does contain sections which seem to tell the 
world that a virtuous America has to be guarded 
carefully from foreign contamination, and hence 
views others with misgivings. 

Thus the law gives Asians ridiculously low 
immigration quotas, though theoretically it 
breaks the old barrier against them. It treats 
North Europeans much more liberally than South 
Europeans and Anglo-Saxons better than any- 
body—though the English, for example, seldom 
fill their quotas. | 

The law barely increases the total number of 
permissible immigrants. At the same time it 
adds a dozen new grounds for excluding them, 
and more grounds for deporting them. In short, 
it discourages aliens from trying to come to 
what used to be the “haven of the oppressed.” 

Next year the law ought to be changed. 
President-elect Eisenhower criticized its intol- 
erance during his campaign. The McCarran Act 
was a bad Christmas greeting, but its revision 
makes a good New Year’s resolution. 
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Mossadegh’s One-Term Decree 

Premier Mossadegh’s decree limiting mem- 
bers of foreign missions to one term in Iran 
stems an unnecessarily provocative piece of 
business. His country could always reject any 
diplomat or member of mission as persona non 
grata, and no such decree as he has issued 
would: be needed to do it. What, then, is the 
useful purpose of this sweeping gesture? 

Apparently it serves no purpose more useful 
than that of giving vent to the Premier’s an- 
noyance at persons from other countries whose 
criticism he has found irritating. Unfortunately 
this response also may very well be irritating 
to many of these persons, and the situation in 
Iran at the moment calls for anything but 
irritants. 

A little more diplomatic diplomacy on both 
sides might prove well worth the forbearance. 
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As St. Joe Shivered 


St. Joseph’s experience with a shutdown in 
natural gas supply emphasizes for St. Louis the 
importance of a supply in storage in event of 
emergency. 

When natural gas is brought hundreds of 
miles from the wells, and must cross several 
rivers, there is always the danger of a break in 
the pipeline. The danger became real in the 
case of St. Joseph with a break on the afternoon 
of Dec. 20 near Leavenworth, Kan. Thousands 
of home-owners moved to hotels, moved in with 


friends, bought the stores out of electrical heat- 


ing appliances, improvised means of heating, or 
bundled up and toughed it out. Further delaying 
the warm-up after the break was repaired, every 
meter in the city had to be turned off and then 
turned on again by the gas company’s own rep- 
resentatives, for safety’s sake, before the gas 
could be sent flowing through the lines again. 


St. Louis is as vulnerable as St. Joseph in 
this regard and instead of 16,000 domestic and 
commercial -customers it has 104,295 housekeep- 
ing customers alone. A cessation of the natural 
gas flow from the Louisiana and Texas fields 
would be a community calamity. Mindful of 
this, the Laclede Gas Co. has for some time 
been working to establish a storage system 
undergound, which would also effect economies 
in its operations. 

Some difficult technical problems are _in- 
volved, and an earlier effort by Laclede’s sup- 
plier, the Mississippi River Fuel Corp., was un- 
successful. Laclede’s prospects appear more 
promising, and it is certainly good to know that 
the work isin progress and that Laclede is well 
aware of the strong desirability of providing St. 
Louis with the safety factor of storage. 
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Report on Social Security 

Average pension payments out of social secu- 
rity funds for the old age and survivors’ in- 
surance programs are still well below the sub- 
sistence level. Such is the report of the Na- 
tional Planning Association, which studied the 
social security system for the Senate-House 
Economic Committee. ; 

According to this report, the average retire- 
ment benefit for a single person over 65 is $47 
a month, and for a married couple over 65 it is 
$80. On the basis of this and other facts about 
the program the N.P.A. describes the situation 
of aged persons as “quite unsatisfactory.” 


Congress has provided higher benefit rates 
for the future, but it remains to be seen whether 
even these will enable an aged person with no 
other resources to live off his retirement check. 
Many individuals, of course, count on supple- 
menting their social security payments with the 
proceeds of union, company or private :retire- 
ment plans. Some count on part-time work, but 
the amount of work they are permitted to do 
without losing their status under the retirement 
program is limited. 

Despite all shortcomings, great progress in 
social security has been made during the last 
15 years, as the N.P.A. reports. Setting up the 
retirement system was one of the greatest tasks 
ever undertaken by our government, and it is 
not surprising that the problems of the aged 
have not been solved overnight. 

One problem which Congress should study 
exhaustively is the financial basis of the re- 
serve funds now being built up for retirement 
benefits. The system now has a reserve of 16 
billion dollars while it pays out two billion 
dollars a year. By 1970 the reserve is expected 


Advice From 

The St. Louis Police Board is going to try to 
do its part to relieve traffic congestion, but 
there is a limit to what the police can do. 

From now on, traffic division officers will be 
given more training in enforcing traffic laws. It 
is plain enough from the amount of illegal dov- 
ble parking and other violations that stricter 
law enforcement would let traffic move more 
easily. | 

But only 168 officers are now assigned to 
traffic work—even less than a detade ago. 
Meanwhile the number of automobiles on the 
streets has grown constantly. Ten years ago a 
study showed the police force needed more 
traffic officers. 


This is not the fault of the police. The 


whole force is too small and increasing demands — 


have been made upon it. So the Police Board 
is going to ask the Legislature to authorize more 
officers.. And the board wants help with the 
traffic problem. It proposes more one-way 
streets, electric signals and parking facilities. 

These things the police cannot provide. They 
must be created by the city government. And 
behind the need for them is a deeper need for 
“greater community interest” in traffic, as the 
Police Board emphasized. 


Where is that interest? A few days ago only 
10 of 60 large’ business firms invited to a City 
Hall traffic conference actually sent representa- 
tives to the meeting. And that occurred during 
one of the worst traffic jams in the city’s 
history. 

Apathy cannot speak for the city. Motorists 
are aware enough of the delay and higher cost 
of gasoline and insurance caused by crowded 
streets. Business men know they are losing cus- 
tomers who fear to face the congestion. Every- 
body ought to know about the high cost in lives 
and commerce and tax revenues. This year 115 
persons were killed in auto accidents. 


The traffic blight is choking the city. It is 
costing St. Louis far more than the cost of pre- 
venting it. And responsibility for the problem 
is not limited to the police. The public is going 
to have to demand action with as much interest 
as the motorist caught on Washington avenue 
at 5 o’clock. 
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Chiang’s Christmas Message 
Chiang Kai-shek’s Christmas day blast at the 
West was so warped and charged with bitterness 


that it might well be ignored. But there are 


still people in this country who think we sold 
China down the river. And Chiang’s caustic 
and unre@ appraisal of events can only add fuel 
to a fire that long since should have burned 


‘itself out. 


Chiang lost the mainland not because we 


failed to help when the Communists swept down 


from the north, as he claims, but because his 
corrupt Government so oppressed the people 
that they welcomed the Communists. He lost 
no battles because of lack of weapons. He lost 
them because his armies melted away and took 
up arms against him, 

And now, perhaps to console himself, he de- 
clares that even the U.N. forces have not suc- 
ceeded in defeating the same enemy. That may 
be. But the U.N. in Korea has halted the for- 
ward march of aggression, which is what it set 
out to do. And were it not for the United 
States Navy’s patrol off the Formosa coast, 
Chiang might not be deriding the U.N. and 
boasting that the Nationalists are still “un- 
conquered.” Is that what he calls kicking him 
when he is down? 
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A Heartwarming Aftermath 

St. Louisans have produced a heartwarming 
aftermath to the tragedy that touched Mrs. 
Charles P. Nichols and her six small children 
when the head of their household was killed in 
a pre-Christmas automobile accident. 

The $11,000 that was so quickly raised to pay 
off the mortgage on the Nichols home came 
from friends, neighbors and total strangers, and 
it came in a wondrous flood. It was a pulse- 
quickening demonstration, and those who par- 
ticipated surely must feel the better for it. As 
Mrs. Nichols put it, God bless them all. 
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Temporary Succession? 

Three proposed constitutional amendments ° 
dealing with presidential nominations and elec- 
tions are to be given an early hearing before 
the Senate Judiciary Committee when the new 


Congress meets. 
One is a proposal to nominate candidates by ~ 


simultaneous state primaries instead of by con- 


ventions; another would divide each state’s elec- 
toral votes in proportion to that state’s popular 
vote, instead of throwing all the state’s votes 
one way or another. 

The third reform, not as well known as the 
others, deserves extended congressional study 
and public debate. It is the proposal of Senator 
Smathers of Florida that a Vice President who 
succeeds to the White House should serve only 
until the next general election, at which time a 
new presidential election ‘would be held. In 
effect the Smathers amendment would limit to 
two years the term of any Vice President who 
became president by reason of the death or dis- 
ability of the President. It would require 
presidents-by-succession, if they wished to con- 
tinue in the White House, to face an election 
at the earliest opportunity. 

One of the main reasons for suggesting such 
a change is the well established fact that vice 
presidential nominees are seldom chosen pri- 
marily for their merits as possible presidents. 
That, of course, is a fault of the nomination 
system rather than of the electiqa system, and 
it might be argued that the cure should be ap- 
plied to the conventions and not the elections. 

But a case can also be made for the view 
that, regardless of how they are nominated, 
vice presidents should be considered only as 
temporary successors to the White House. The 
people, it may be said, can only vote for one 
president at a time; in selecting a vice presi- 
dent, they should be expected only to choose a 
man who would serve in case of emergency 
until they can get around to selecting another. 

Whether the advantages of such a change 
would outweigh the problems that would arise 
from altering the regular four-year interval be- 
tween presidential elections we do not know. 
But certainly the question should be opened 
for debate.

Four Fallacies About U.N. 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


After seven years with United Nations, much criticism of it is still 
based on false ideas of purpose; U.N. is not costly, is not univeral 
government; it cannot settle everything by votes; it is the one 
place for negotiation among diverse peoples; that is its hope.

In 1945 the United States Senate ap- 
proved the Charter of the United Nations 
by a vote of 89 to 2. But as the United 
Nations enters its eighth year, prominent 
Americans speak disparagingly of the U.N., 
teaching about the U.N, and UNESCO is 
regarded suspiciously in some school dis- 
tricts, and Senator McCarran, who has ex- 
pressed a desire for the United States to 
withdraw from the organization, threatens 
to harass the United Nations with an in- 
vestigation. 


A realistic appraisal of the main criti- 
cisms of the United Nations, however, re- 
veals that they are based largely on mis- 
conceptions or fallacies. Four fallacies 
regarding the U.N. appear especially wide- 
spread: 

(1) That membership in the United Na- 
tions is expensive. With blissful disregard 
of the facts, some politicians have created 
a financial straw man composed of U.N, 
expenditures. Padding the straw man gen- 
erously, they have proceeded to maul him 
heroically and mercilessly. 


The facts are that U.N. budgets, com- 
pared to current national budgets, are’ al- 
most inconsequential. Here are the budget 
appropriations of the United Nations since 
its establishment:

1950 — — — — -—- 49,641,773 
47,798,600 
48,096,780 


These figures mean that the entire 
budget of the United Nations is about the 
size of the budget of the City of St. Louis. 
The contribution of the United States to 
the U.N. in 1952 totals $15,843,894 or about 
10 cefts per person. Including the spe- 
cialized agencies of the United Nations, the 
cost. per person to the United States 
amounts to only 16 cents. While the Unit- 
ed Nations has been operating at a cost of 
less thah 50 million dollars per year, the 
United States, with its heavy military ex- 
penditures, has required budgets in excess 
of 50 billion dollars per year! But, never- 
theless, the legend of the excessive ex- 
pense of international organization is per- 
petuated. 


When the Voting Fails 


(2) That votes can be substituted for 
negotiation in the United Nations.. A ma- 
jor source of contemporary dissatisfaction 
with the United Nations is the failure to 
appreciate the nature of voting in the 
United Nations. The belief apparently has 
been held that major world conflicts could 
be resolved by forcing a vote in the Gen- 
eral Assembly. When the General As- 
sembly has been compelled to vote on sig- 
nificant issues dividing the United States 
and the Soviet Union—such as disarma- 
ment, Korea and plans for collective secu- 
rity—and a settlement has not been forth- 
coming, disillusionment has set in. 


An understanding of the voting proced- 
ure in the United Nations might have fore- 
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representing about 11 per cent of the pop- 
ulation of the members. 

Obviously, the legal concept of sover- 
eignty and the equality of states distorts 
the genuine distribution of economic and 
military power in the world. Consequent- 
ly, a majority vote in the United Nations, 
since it fails to correspond to the realities 
of world politics, cannot automatically 
compel a settlement of outstanding issues. 
A typical majority in the U.N. must be 
composed of such states as Colombia, Hon- 
duras and Ecuador, And a plan of collec- 
tive security based on coffee, bananas and 
— hats cannot rest on a secure foun- 

ation. 


Hence the fallacy that votes in the Gen- 
eral Assembly can serve as a substitute 
for negotiation among the Big Powers has 
served to undermine confidence in the ef- 
fectiveness of the United Nations. 


The Myth of Power 


(3) That the United Nations is a World 
Government. The myth persists that the 
United Nations, as an entity, has substan- 
tial independent authority of its own and 
constitutes a world government. 

Accurately, the United Nations is an as- 
sociation of sovereign states. In a formal 
analysis of governments, the United Na- 
tions would be classified as a confedera- 
tion. Its organs, such as the General As- 
sembly and the Security Council, cannot 
act directly on individuals. Thus the Unit- 
ed Nations cannot collect taxes or draft 
men, 

Consequently, the effectiveness of the 
United Nations depends largely on the 
actions of the member governments. Since 
the U.N. is not a world state, the members 
of the U.N. determine its policies. The 
U.N., on the other hand, at the present 
time cannot decisively influence the poli- 
cies of its more powerful members. 


Not a Copy of US. 


People who wish to influence the United 
Nations must take steps to influence their 
separate national governments. For criti- 
cisms directed solely against the U.N., in 
the lights of its lack of broad autonomous 
power, are doomed to produce frustration. 


(4) That the United Nations was estab- 
lished.to make all countries resemble the 
United States. Inherent in much of the 
exasperation in the United States is the 
assumpt@on that all,the members of the 
United Nations should more or less accept 
the standards, values and policies of the 
United States. 

Actually, the United Nations is based on 
the premise of diversity. It is based on 
the premise that an international organ- 
ization including capitalist and Commu- 
nist states, white and colored peoples, 
highly industrialized and underdeveloped 
countries, Christians, Jews, Buddhists and 
Mohammedans, can function on behalf of 
world peace. 

If we are to evaluate the United Nations 
realistically and avoid prevalent fallacies, 
we must be prepared to accept the U.N. 
as a symbol of unity of purpose in a world 
of diversity of procedure.

Should the 
same system be adopted on numbering 
Missouri Governors Donnelly will become 
the fortythird Governor of Missouri as 
well as the forty-first. 

Nevertheless, up to and including Tru- 
man and Gov. Smith, thirty-two different 
men have held the highest office in the 
land and forty-two different men have 
been Governor of Missouri.

John Crosby’s “book about radio and 
television” offers several different kinds of 
enjoyment, almost all of them coming 
from his own wit and intelligence. The 
major pleasures of “Out of the Blue”. I 
count as (1) reading this section of Cros- 
by’s comments, (2) remembering havi 
read them, (3) recalling the prograifis 
about which they were written, and (4) 
finding some ‘pieces which by evil niis- 
chance I had never read before. : 

“There was some loose talk,” says tte 
foreword, “about putting together a round- 
ed and exhaustive study of the broadcast- 
ing industry. Fortunately, this worthy but 
dreary enterprise was abandoned.” Freely 
translated this means that Crosby is lazy 
and that his publishers have not yet 
ges the art of blackmailing a writer 
into doing what he ought to do. a 

It means also that Crosby, being a rela- 
tively sophisticated person (which is not 
the same thing as a sophisticate) with high 
standards of quality, has to pretend that 
he is essentially another guy in a swe#t- 
shirt, one of the mob. His last words are: 
“The fact is—deplorable as it may sound— 
that I greatly enjoy those things of which 
I most heartily disapprove.” a 

In short, I do not believe that Crosby 
gets as much enjoyment out of the pro- 
grams he intellectually despises as he 
pretends. That he is capable of intellectu- 
al contempt is copiously evident in ttis 
collection, and it doesn’t at all imply that 
he is slumming when he records his pleas- 
ure in programs that everyone likes. ~ 

In fact, he is doing the critic’s proper 
job, sifting the better from the worse, re- 
gardless of popularity. This has always 
been done in the major arts, but critirs 
of the popular arts are often expected to 
abdicate their function as if it were some- 
how undemocratic or un-American to say 
that some things are better than others. © 

After dealing brightly’ with the good and 
the silly in broadcasting for 18 chapters, 
Crosby has a nineteenth where, instead, of 
lifting a glass to the industry, he blows 
up the intolerable pretensions of the total 
apologists for our present system. He de- 
nounces as spurious the idea that the 
broadcasters are merely filling a deman 
created by the public. % 

“The public has created a demand for 
entertainment ... but the quality of ... 
product should be determined by the 
broadcasters.” (I am myself doubtful about 
the first part of this; the broadcasters 
have again and again created a demand by 
creating a supply before the demand -ex- 
isted. But the point about quality is major 
—and Crosby is absolutely right.) 

On this subject, on censorship, on the 
vagaries of research and polls, Crosby.is 
as sound, serious, entertaining as when.he 
writes about sponsored marriages, televi- 
sion detectives and Kate Smith as an 
American institution. On the quality of 
commercials he is ferocious and funny. 
The more important the subject, the better 
he writes. -

After presenting background information 
for a symphony, he picks out its principal 
themes, scores them and provides them 
with rhyming lyrics that aren’t beyond a 
child’s grasp. This he does for four more 
symphonies by Haydn, three by Mozart, 
nine by Beethoven, three by Schubert, 
fous by Schumann, two by Mendelssohn, 
four by Brahms, three by Tschaikowsky, 
one each by Franck and Dvorak and Rim 
sky-Korsakoff’s “Scheherazade.”

PARIS, Dec. 27 (UP)—Jacques 
Soustelle, right-hand man of Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle, today post- 
poned until tomorrow his de- 
cision on whether he will seek 
the National Assembly’s formal 
approval as Premier. 

The postponement was an- 
nounced after Soustelle held 
morning-long conferences with 


parliamentary leaders. 

The delay was interpreted as 
an indication Soustelle has failed 
to gain enough support for the 
“national union” government ro 
advocated yesterday along 
laid down by De Gaulle. 

Series of Conferences Held. 

Soustelle accepted an invita- 
dion from President Vincent 
Auriol yesterday to try to form 
a new government and end the 
political crisis which began when 
Premier Antoine Pinay resigned 
five days ago. 

Under the French Constitution, 
the National Assembly must ap- 
prove a tentative Premier before 
he names his ministers, then ap- 

ng his proposed Cabinet “en 

oc.” 

Since yesterday, the 40-year- 
old Soustelle has held a series of 
talks with leaders of France’s 
political parties to find out if he 
is strong enough to risk an As- 
sembly vote on his plan to create 
a national front government. 

Soustelle’s appointments includ- 
ed more meetings with represen- 
tatives of other French parties 
and a talk with Pinay. Then he 
was expected to announce the re- 
sults of his conversations to fel- 
low members of De Gaulle’s right- 
ist Rally of the French People. 

Many Doubt He Can Succeed. 

Soustelle’s candidacy marks the 
first time since World War II that 
a member of De Gaulle’s party 
has undertaken to form a govern- 
ment, He was given permission 
to accept Auriol’s invitation yes- 
terday at an R.P.F. caucus, al- 
though many members of the par- 
ty privately conceded there was 
little hope he would succeed. 

De Gaulle himself is not eligi- 
ble for the premiership because 
he is not a member of the Nation- 
al Assembly.

With the help of 
many volunteers and a enlarged 
staff, we are shipping clothing 
from this center at the rate of 
four carloads, about 125,000 
pounds, per month. 

“In spite of the fine record for 
November, we are far behind the 
goal set. More clothing could be 
sent if we had it to send.” 

The November shipments in- 
cluded 68,000 pounds to Korea 
through C.W.S. and 30,000 pounds 
through A.R.K. There were also 
shipments to Germany, Greece, 
Trieste and Japan. 

The total of clothing, bedding 
and shoes received for C.W.S.

Cpl. Malvin Matern Says Korean Winter 
Scene Is Beautiful Gethsemane 
Church Remembers Service Men. 


A St? Louis soldier on ‘Heart- 
break Ridge writes back that the 
Korean’ scenery is so beautiful 
that “it makes one feel happy to 
be alive this night.” 

Cpl. Malvin Matern’s base camp 


is at Mundang, but his post is 
on Heartbreak Ridge. He was 
made squadron leader in Septem- 


ber, and-corporal in November. 
He has been in Korea since last 
February. His parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Erwin Matern, live at 526 
Jeffords avenue, Lemay. 

Cpl. Matern’s most recent letter 
was written to Mrs. John M. 
Ferhmann of 7834 Genesta ave- 
nue, Affton. She is secretary of 
the service men’s committee of 
Gethsemane Lutheran Church, 
765 Lemay Ferry road. Mrs. 
Ferhmann started writing to 
Gethsemane Church men in serv- 
ice in April 1951. She writes at 
least one letter a month to each 
18 members of the congregation 
who are in the armed forces; nine 
of them are overseas. 

Cpl. Matern’s December letter 
filled five closely-written pages 
of Red Cross stationery. Parts 
of his letter follow: 


‘It Is Beautiful Outside.’ 


“First, I must tell you how 
beautiful it is outside tonight.

On top of 
that shines a huge silver moon— 
exactly like poets dream about, 
For companions there are the 
stars, twinkling merrily across 
the dark blue sky. To add the 
final touch, we are surrounded 
by majestic mountains. 


“I wish I could capture this 
beauty with a photograph so you 
could share this scene with me. 
But-a picture wouldn’t expose 
the peacefulness and quiet that 
presides over all. It. makes one 
feel happy to be alive this 
ae 


“Got a letter from you just be- 
fore I left for Japan. I had a very 
nice time there. It didn’t last long 
enough, though. Then when I re- 
turned I found another (letter) 
waiting for me. 

“I enjoy your letters so much, 
the more I get the better, 

“I see my mother has got to 
you also—I mean when_ she 
showed you those pictures I sent. 
It seems she shows everyone she 


can persuade to come in and look 
at them. ... 

“Mrs. F., I want you to do me 

a favor. I would like for you to 
rb me a booklet. This particu- 
lar booklet has a daily Bible selec- 
tion to read and a small text for 
each day of the week. The church 
used to send one to our house 
each month. I did have one on 
the same order, but our houseboy 
cleaned the tent several days ago 
and it found its way to the trash 
can. 

“God bless you, and may He 
make more guys over here as 
happy as you have made me.” 

18-Pound Tins From Home. 

Members of Gethsemane con- 
gregation mailed 18-pound pack- 
ages to the 18 service men for 
Christmas. Men and women met at 
the church one Sunday night and 
packed the tin boxes and wrapped 
them for mailing. Mrs. Ferhmann 
was in charge of the project.

STALIN HAS GIVEN 
HOPE TO MILLIONS, 
PAD DEES 


‘Bright New Manifesta- 
tion of Peace-Loving 
Policy of Soviet,’ Says 
Red Newspaper. 


LONDON, Dec. 27 (AP)—Mos- 
cow radio today quoted the Soviet 
newspaper Pravda as saying mil- 
lions of people will see Stalin’s 
recent statement on international 
affairs as a “bright new manifes- 
tation of the peace-loving policy 
of the Soviet Government.” 

The broadcast was the first 
Russian comment heard here on 
the Soviet Premier’s answers to 
four written questions put to him 
by James Reston, New York 
Times reporter. 

In his replies, Stalin professed 
2 e to co-operate in any 
“n diplomatic approach” to 
end the Korean war and claimed 
Russia is interested in ending it. 
He also said he regarded favor- 
ably the possibility of diplomatic 
talks with representatives of 
President-elect Eisenhower “look- 
ing toward the possibility” of a 
later conference between Eisen- 
hower and himself. 

Pravda’s Comment, 

The Moscow broadcast quoted 
Pravda—organ of the Soviet 
Communist party—as saying: 

“Stalin's replies to the New 
York Times once more stress 
Soviet readiness to collaborate in 
work ending the war in Korea. 

“Stalin’s replies published on 
the eve of the new year give 
hundreds of millions of people 
new strength in the struggle for 
peace, for ending the policy of 
force and aggression, for ending 
the grasping war against the 
peace-loving Korean people, for 
regulating international ques- 
tions by peaceful ta'/ks. 

“Millions of people see in these 
answers a new bright manifesta- 
tion of the peace-loving policy 
of the Soviet government, a pol- 
icy directed toward strengthen- 
ing universal peace toward the 
development of peaceful collab- 
oration between peoples.” 

Blame Placed on West. 

The broadcast repeated Stalin’s 
charges that the West was re- 
sponsible for-present internation- 
al tensions and declared: 

“If up till now blood spilling 
continues in Korea; if there still 
is no peace treaty with Germany; 
if, from year to year, military 
budgets grow in countries of the 
Atlantic bloc and millions of 
people are being torn away from 
peaceful labor, there is no reason 
for this other than the policy of 
preparation and unleashing of a 
new war. 

“The policy of cold war being 
waged against the Soviet Union 
is deeply inimical to the cause 
of peace,” the editorial continued. 
“It excludes normal relations be- 
tween states.” 


Some Diplomats in Moscow Say 
Eisenhower Is on Syot. 

MOSCOW, Dec. 27 (AP)—Sev- 
eral foreign diplomats who have 
studied Prime Minister Stalin’s 
statement on international affairs

MRS. ETHEL ARATA 


She Says She Turned to Holdups After 
Father Lost Fortune and Arthritis 
Crippled Her Hands. 


LOS ANGELES, Dec. 27 (AP) 
—Reared as the daughter of. a 
New York multimillionaire, Mrs. 
Ethel Arata; 52 years old, has 
been arraigned as the “Grandma 
bank robber.” : 


Educated at exclusive eastern 
schools and sent to France and 
Switzerland to study voice, Mrs. 
Arata said yesterday at her ar- 
raignment on three counts of 
robbery that she turned to bank 
holdups after her father lost his 
fortune and arthritis. crippled 
her hands. 

Her uncle,-Benjamin S. Catts, 
70, Hollywood real estate broker, 
corroborated her story of being 
reared as an heiress. Catts’s 
brother was her father, Robert 
M. Caits, who died in 1942. 

“I don’t condemn her,” said 
her uncle. “I feel genuinely 
serry for her. She is obviously 
ill and in need of urgent medical 
attention.”-He said he would in- 
struct his attorney to help her. 
She readily admitted before 
United States Commissioner 
Howard V. Calverley that she 
held up branches here of the 
California Bank on Oct. 17 and 
the Citizens National Bank Nov. 
26, stealing a total’ of $1469. She 
denied a third “Grandma” bank 
robbery and insisted that she 
gave away her loot. 

She was arrested Christmas 
eve at a bank in nearby Arcadia 
after failing to. bluff a woman 
teller with a toy pistol, 

Mrs. Arata said‘ her father at 
one time was worth $20,000,000. 
Her uncle doubted it, saying his 
brother never was worth “more 
than $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 at | 
one time.” She said she had been 
married and divorced four times. 


Despite the nickname that has 
been given her, Mrs. Arata is not 
a grandmother, Her only child, 
a son, died in infancy. 

Robert Catts made fortunes in 
real estate and erecting buildings 
in New York and Philadelphia. 

“He owned the Grand Central 
Palace in New York,” said Ben- 
jamin Catts. “He also invested 
heavily in a Philadelphia oil busi- 
ness and built several office and 
department store buildings. .. . 
He hosted some of New York’s 
most lavish parties.” 

Mrs. Arata presided over sev- 
eral of the parties. Her father 
lost his money in the 1929 crash. 

He was born in Romania and 
came to this country with Benja- 
min and their parents when he 
was a ‘child. He married Ola 


Mrs. Arata was their child. 

After Mrs. Arata-was 3 or 4 
years oid her father obtained .a 
divorce and her custody. Then 
he married actress Dorothy Ten- 
nant. 

County health authorities pic- 
tured Mrs. Arata as an alcoholic. 
She was committed to Norwalk 
State Hospital in 1948 and at one 
time, authorities recalled, she 
plunged from the fourth floor of 
a hotel but recovered from her 
injuries.

Arata’s_arrest. 

They said that after reading 
that she gave the stolen. money 
away, they believe ‘she: is the 
anonymous person who deposited 
a substantial amount of money in 
their bank account.

Forces Drastic 


Worst Yugoslav Drouth Since War 


Belt - Tightening 


‘Loss of Foodstuffs Put at $466,000,000 — 
Heavy Tax Imposed on Luxury Im- 
ports, Rents Doubled. 


By ALEX SINGLETON 
BELGRADE, Dec. 27 (AP)— 
Tough times have hit Yugoslavia 
a crippling blow under the belt. 


A country-wide, crop-parching 
drouth, severest since the war, 
has left the nation’s larder lean. 
The consequences grow more ap- 
parent every day. 

Lacking foodstuffs for the usual 
exports to pay-its bills, Premier 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz’s Com- 
munist government has_ taken 
several drastic steps. 

The government ‘ announced 
Thursday it is cutting its military 
spending by about 10 per cent 
next year. 

In search of revenue and to 
prevent - waste of foreign ex- 
change, a virtually prohibitive 
tax—sometimes as much as eight 
times the original cost—has been 
imposed on imports classified as 
luxuries, 

Rents have been ordered dou- 
bled since November. The _ in- 
crease goes into government cof- 
fers, regardless of whether the 
property is public or private. 


Loss Greater Than in 1950. 

Yugoslav officials estimate that 
this year’s drouth cost the coun- 
try $466,000,000 in loss of food- 
stuffs. This is greater than loss 
in the 1950 drouth, when the 
United States shipped $69,000,000 
worth of food to Yugoslavia. The 
effect this year was partly offset 
by reserves built up from last 
year’s bumper harvest. 

Nevertheless, the government 
figures it must still import 
800,000 tons of wheat, 330,000 tons 
of corn, 20,000 tons of barley, 
30,000 tons of oats and 40,000 


would be exporting these com- 
modities. 

Food prices have multiplied. 
Bread costs 20 cents for a two- 
pound loaf, twice as much as a 
year ago. Vegetables generally 
are three to four times higher | 
than a year ago. A single egg 
costs 28 dinars, or about 10 cents, 
four times as much as in June. 


Meat Temporarily Cheap. 

There is one bright spot on the 
housewife’s budget but it is only 
a temporary one. Peasants are 
slaughtering their livestack be- 
cause of the shortage of feed. So 
meat is cheap. Beef, including 
bones, sells for 20 cents a pound, 
pork for around 25 cents. 

This will result in shortages 
and high prices in the spring, 
when the peasants put their re- 
maining livestock on pasture. 

Other commodities are high, 
too. Wood, used to heat most 
Yugoslav homes, is 350 per cent 
higher than a year ago, Clothing 
is about the same, but the quali- 
ty has deteriorated because of re- 
strictions on importing materials. 

The necessity of importing 
foodstuffs will contribute to a 
trade deficit of about $150,000,- 
000, officials say. 

The United States, Britain and 
France have agreed to make up 
$99,000,000 of this deficit. Tito’s 
government will find it hard to 
get the rest on credit. For the 
moment it is pinning hopes on 
the possibility of a grant from 
the United Nations Food and Ag- 
riculture Organization. A special 
FAO mission has recommended 
that member governments fur- 
nish Yugoslavia with about $65,- 
000,000 worth of foodstuffs. The

Census at Birds’ Winter Ref- 
uge Shows One Less 
Than Last Year. 


NEW YORK, | Dec. 27 (AP)—The 


An aerial census of the last

which are America’s tallest birds, 
at their winter home in the Aran- 


sas National Wildlife Refuge on 


the coast of Texas tallied just 22 
of them—one less than last year. 
To this total add two for the pair 
of captive birds at the Aubudon 
Park Zoo in New Orleans.. There 
is the possibility also that a few 
individuals were overlooked. 
Reporting the census, by the 
Fish and Wildlife Service, Presi- 
dent John H. Baker of the Na- 
tional Aubudon Society said: 
“Each year it becomes increasing- 
ly apparent that illegal hunting is 
a factor in reducing the numbers 
of the whooping crane and in- ’ 
creasing the threat of their ex- 
tinction.” 
At least two of the great birds 
were killed this year by hunters 
on the migration route , rom 
northern Canada to Texas. One, 
picked up in Saskatchewan, died 
en route by plane to Texas, The 
other was killed in Kansas. 
The total of 24 compares with 
15 in the ebb year of 1939 and 36 
at the subsequent peak in 1949. 
Hope exists therefore that the 
cranes can make still another 
comeback. 
To do this they must suffer 
less molestation, and they must 
raise more young. Only two 
youngsters have been identified 
this year at Aransas. 


UNITY IN EUROPE 
IS WEST GERMAN 
GOAL, HEUSS SAYS 


BONN, Dec. 27 (AP)—West 
German President Theodor Heuss 
told the Western Allied high com- 
missioners today that his people 
were determined to work for 
unity with their European neigh- 
bors.

The impact of most major. dis- 
asters can be reduced by advance 
planning and organization, Lloyd 
V. Berkner, president of Associat- 
ed Universities of New York, de- 
clared. 

“Organization in advance can 
greatly alleviate the effect of a 
disaster,” he asserted. “We can 
determine, in any locality, the 
probable types of disaster that 
may be encountered, and prepare 
in advance to minimize their ef- 
fects by careful measurement, de- 
liberate programs of protective 
construction, adjustments to liv- 
ing standards and conditions, and 
by organization and training to 
recognize and cope with uncon- 
trolled effects.” 

Opening the symposium with a 
general discussion of the subject, 
Berkner said, “We can usually 
provide some measure of warning 
of an impending disaster ‘so that 
planned operatienal controls can 
be initiated to confine the extent 
of the disaster.” 

Discussing the probability of 


disasters, the speaker pointed out 


that although there are about 
30,000 detectable earth tremors 
each year, only two or three of 
these can be classed as major 
earthquakes, 

Training in handling emergen- 
cies will enable even fear-stricken 
persons to adapt themselves to 
the situation and avoid panic, the 
symposium was told by Donald G. 
Marquis, professor of psychology 
at the University of Michigan. 
Concern for personal safety in 
a disaster must be controlled by 
appropriate training, or it will in- 
terfere with community plans for 
handling the emergency, he said. 
Such training, he added, should in- 
clude instruction in facilities 
available for coping with the 
disaster. 

The Rev. James B. Macelwane, 
S.J., dean of the St. Louis Uni- 
versity of Technology, discussed 
dust storm, floods, earthquakes, 
tidal waves, landslides and other 
types of natural disasters. 


AID TO EUROPE CAN 
BE CUT OUT, G.O.P. 
SENATOR BELIEVES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (AP)— 


Senator Watkins (Rep.), Utah,

“Many others were indicted, un- 
der both federal and state laws, 
but the cases against them seem 
to have evaporated as soon as 
public interest in the affair sub- 
sided.” 
In the fall of 1947, Clark of- 
fered Caudle the job of heading 
the Justice Department’s tax di- 
vision. 
“Caudle accepted,” the subcom- 
mittee observed, “and professes 
to have been wholly unaware of 
the persistent rumors circulating 
at that time: That Clark was 
either paying him off for his 
compliant part in the Kansas 
City case, or was moving him out 
of the controversial criminal di- 
vision post.” 


Finnegan Case Discussed. 

The investigation conducted in 
St. Louis into the handling of in- 
come tax cases, which led to the 
indictment and conviction of 
former Collector James P. Fin- 
negan, also was discussed in the 
subcommittee’s report. 

It cited this investigation as 
another instance in which Cau- 
dle’s superiors interfered, with- 
out offering an explanation, into 
matters properly under his juris- 
diction. 

Ford, second in command to the 
Attorney General, “usurped Cau- 
dle’s authority again and effec- 
tively excluded the latter at a 
critical moment,” the subcommit- 
tee said. 

“Later, in the St. Louis case, 
Ford also commandeered John J. 
Malloy from Caudle’s staff, after 
Caudle had sent Malloy to St. 
Louis and while Malloy was sup- 
posed to be handling tax cases 
for which Caudle’s division was 
responsible.” 

Caudle had testified that Ellis 
N. Slack, whom he had sent to 
St. Louis from the tax division’s 
appellate section, stopped report- 
ing to him. He also said that 
letters sent to him were appar- 
ently diverted to other channels, 
ang that at least one letter, which 
he never saw, was mailed out 
from the department over his sig- 
nature. 

The subcommittee spoke favor- 
ably of the work of United States 
District Judge George H. Moore 
and the St. Louis grand jury in 
pushing through the income-tax 
inquiry, despite lack of co-opera- 
tion from the Justice Department. 

Ford ‘Built Himself a Domain.’ 

Ford, the subcommittee found, 
built himself “a domain” in the 
Justice Department. His . “per- 
sonal aggrandizements” may have 
reflected, in part, the policies of 
his superiors, the report said. 

It is unfortunate, the subcom- 
mittee stated, that “Ford, who 
liquidated his empire just before 
the public examination of the de- 
partment got utider way, avoided 
the careful scrutiny while Caudle 
endured to the end; Caudle’s 
course was surely braver—if less 
sagacious.” 

In evaluating Caudle, the House 
members said: “In end the 
personal tribulations of 1952, he 
was serving his country as faith- 
fully as he ever had in public

But Ben doesn’t mean 
monetary retyrns 
when he talks about 
rewards. Although his 
toy company will this 
year chalk up more 
than $25,000,000 in 
sales, he has found 
his greatest joy in the 
creative end af his 
business. In the past 
few years he has 
dreamed up such 
little-girl favorites as 
the Shirley Temple 
doll, Sparkle Plenty, 
the Blessed Event 
baby, the Toni Doll, 
Miss Saucy Walker,’ 
the Bonnie Braids doll 

and Sara Lee, the Negro baby doll that received 
international publicity when Michtom recently in- 
troduced her to the public. 

“A little girl- playing with her doll is the most 
wonderful sight in the world,” 51-year-old Michtom 
says solemnly. His associates at the Ideal Toy 
Corp., of which he is board chairman, say that 
Ben “loves dolls like they were his own children.” 
And most of the dolls the company markets are 
indeed his “brain children.”

BEN IS A BELIEVER in “purpose” dolls, dolls 
that “make little mothers grow up to be more 
useful adults.” He cites his Toni Doll and its sales 
of a million and a half in the past four years as 
proof of the success of this “purpose” formula. 

“One of the most important things a mother 
does for her little girl,” Ben says, “is making her 
hair look nice, combing, washing and curling it. 
So naturally the little girl wants to do those things 
for her dolly, too. Until the Toni Doll with the 
nylon hajr, dolls looked like they were wearing 
fright wigs when little girls tried to wash their 
hair. The hair would split and mat. Curling was 
out of the question. But with the nylon wig on the 
doll, a young “mother” can wash and comb and 
wave her dolly’s hair. She not only learns finger 
dexterity and enjoys a wholly new kind of play, 
but she is subconsciously absorbing the principles 
of neatness and good grooming that will stand 
her in good stead when she grows to be a young 


lady.”

SIMPLE AS THE IDEA of putting a nylon wig 
on a doll may sound, the project, like many of 
Ben's ideas, took months of experimentation. 
Du Pont chemists spent weeks developing a nylon 
fiber which would take a wave but not hold it 
too long so little girls could wave their dolls’ hair 
over and over again. Other chemists worked for 
weeks developing a special glue that would unite 
the nylon fibers with the doll’s head and not dis- 
solve when the girl dunked her doll’s head in 
shampoo or applied the permanent wave solution. 
Still other chemists had to evolve a harmless, yet 
effective, waving solution for the nylon hair. But 
the months of tedious, costly experimentation 
paid off. Three months from the time the Toni 
Doll went into production, Ben’s company had 
received orders for a quarter million of the nylon- 
tressed beauties and today, despite competition 
from Ben’s latest creation, the Saucy Walker doll 
that talks, stands, sits, kicks her feet and rolls 
her eyes and moves her head as she walks, »the 
Toni ll continues to be a best seller. 

In the trade it is an accepted fact that Mich- 
tom will come up with at least one revolutionary 
idea a year. He’s been doing just that since the 
"30s when he came up with the Shirley Temple 
doll which racked up $5,000,000 in sales; through 
Sparkle Plenty, $4,000,000; Bonnie Braids, $5,000,- 
000; Joan Palooka, whose sales have hit $250,000 
in the last three months; Mary Hartline, $150,000 
sold in eight months; and down to this year’s 
Saucy Walker which has already sold more than 


$250,000,

BORN JULY sn 1901, Michtom came by his 
love of dolls quite naturally. His father, Morris 
Michtom, gave the world the first Teddy Bear. 

“Until my father made the Teddy Bear, dolls 
were made mostly to be looked at instead of 
played with,” Ben explains. “The dolls came most- 
ly from Germany and were made of wax or deli- 
cate porcelain. They couldn’t take the loving but 
oftentimes rough care of little hands.” 

Ben’s father made the first Teddy Bear, not 
for little Ben, but out of admiration for President 
Theodore Roosevelt. In the year 1902, T. R, went 
hunting down in Mississippi. A bear cub wan- 
dered into camp and, too soft-hearted to shoot 
it, the President®adopted the cub as a pet. A 
cartoonist made a drawing of the incident and 
named the cub “Teddy’s Bear.” After seeing the 
cartoon, Ben’s father, an admirer of the President, 
retired to the back room of his confectionery in 
Brooklyn and made an excelsior stuffed bear out 
of some brown plush. Then he put the stuffed 
bear along with the clipping of the cartoon in 
the confectionery window. Out of that simple ges- 
ture of loyalty to the President grew the com- 
pany that today tops all others in its field. People 
clamored for the elder Michtom to make them 
Teddy Bears for their children and before long 
the Michtom family was in the toy business. To- 
day the firm has sold so many Teddy Bears that 
it has long since lost count. But the Teddy Bear 
still remains a-perennially best seller. 

In his office on Lower Fifth Avenue, Michtom 
is surrounded by his own $50,000 doll collection. 
Under glass bells, 24 exquisite dolls dressed by 
12 of the most famous French couturiers, and by 
12 of America’s leading designers, stand in various 
poses and creations. Michtom loans his dolls out 
for exhibitions but is unhappy and lonesome until 
they are returned to brighten up his office.

ECAUSE a woman is unmar- 

ried is no indication that she 

lacks mother instinct or even 
mother-hunger. Many such women 
long for the experience of moth- 
erhood, Sometimes an unmarried 
woman who bears a child is en- 
couraged to keep it with her and 
raise it. 

But the unmarried woman who, 
even though mature and wealthy, 
tries to adopt a child finds the 
doors of the orphanages closed 
against her. “Aren’t there thou- 
sands upon thousands of home- 
less, parentless children in the 
country?” they cry. 

Miss M. yearns for a child to 
adopt and can’t understand the 
rebuffs she has received. Yet 
there are excellent reasons for all 
this.

BUT FIRST, here is how Miss 
M. states her case: 

“I’m in my middle thirties, well- 
educated, have been successful in 
the business world and now, 
through inheritance, I am well off 
financially. I have rfever married 
and am sure I never will; but I 
do want a child to bring up and 
I am in an ideal position to take 
one now. I could give it care 
and love that few mothers could 
equal. I made inquiries about 
adopting a baby, but the workers 
agency merely 
Jaughed at me. They said they 
don’t give children to unmarried 
women. Why not, Dr. Popenoe? 
With all the little orphans in need 
of homes, it seems to me I could 
do the world a fayor by taking 
one.” 

Just as social workers may oc- 
easionally have good reasons for 
urging unmarried mothers to keep 
their babies, so do they have good 
reasons for refusing to place ba- 
bies with unmarried women for 
adoption. i 


WE’RE NOT CONCERNED 
here with the former, but here 
are the latter: 

There are not, as you seem to 
think, Miss M., thousands of lit- 
tle orphans needing homes. It 
is quite the other way. There 
are 20 or 30 homes being offered 
(in competition) for every child 
available for adoption. There 
are, of course, many homeless 
children not suitable for adop- 
tion because of disease and other 
mental and physical defects. 

All authorities agree that a 
child needs two parents and as 
long as there are so many two- 
parent homes available, you 
haven’t much chance, 

The above reasons should be 
enough, but there are others. The 
experts may ask you frankly why 
you are unmarried. Do you feel 
hostile toward men? If so, you 
might implant some _ distorted 
ideas into a child’s mind; wit- 
tingly or unwittingly.

THE WOMAN who through no 
fault of her own has missed mar- 
riage might try to compensate for 
her. disappointment by literally 
loving a child to the smothering 
point: with: evériasting harm to 
the chfild’s personalitr. . 

Maiden aunts, bachelor uncles, 
grandmas and others by the thou- 
sands have provided wonderful 
homes for orphaned children and 
brought them up through happy 
childhood — but I know the 
youngsters would have been bet- 
ter off if there had been two 
good parents (natural or foster) 
in the home.

East made an 
equally bad decision when he 
passed for a penalty. His mere 
five-card length in hearts was not 
impressive; he might well take 
only one trump trick against the 
enemy, and even if he won two 
tricks in hearts and the ace of 
clubs, West would have to deliver 
a vast number of tricks if the 
contract was to be defeated sub- 
stantially. Particularly with four 
cards in the other major suit, 
East should have felt that there 
was an excellent prospect of go- 
ing game at spades. 


Marshmallow Fudge Pie 

Ingredients: one graham crack- 
er crust, 24 marshmallows, two 
squares (two ounces) unsweetened 
chocolate, one-half cup butter or 
margarine, two eggs (separated), 
one teaspoon vanilla, one-half cup 
sifted flour, one-eighth teaspoon 
salt, two tablespoons sugar, ice 
cream or whipped cream for top- 


ping. 

Method: Prepare crust accord- 
ing to directions below. Put 
marshmallows, chocolate and but- 
ter in top of double boiler. Cook 
over boiling water, stilling oc- 
casionally, until melted and 
blended, Remove from heat; cool 
slightly. Beat egg yolks slightly; 
stir slowly into chocolate mixture. 
Beat egg whites and salt until 
foamy; gradually beat in sugar, 
continuing to beat until stiff; fold 
into chocolate gnixture. Turn into 
graham cracker crust. Bake in 
slow (325F) oven 30 to 30 minutes 
or until pie is puffed across the 


‘top. Serve warm with ice cream 


or whipped cream. 

Note: To make graham cracker 
crust blend together one and two- 
thirds cups fine graham cracker 
crumbs (20 crackers), one cup 
softened butter or margarine and 
one quarter cup sugar. Press 
firmly into an even layer against 
bottom and sides of nine-inch pie 


plate.

Wipe the oil off immediately 
with a soft rag, and it’s important 
that the wood be wiped dry be- 
cause if the wood is left sticky at 
this point it will always be sticky. 

Apply the oil again, less heav- 
ily, after twé days, and again 
after two more days. 

In three months, apply more 


oil and make light applications 
every three months during the 
first year. 

The lovely dull finish then 
shows the wood as wood should 
be shown, says Risom, and it’s re- 
markably damage-resistant — al- 
though rings may show before the 
final applications of the oil, even- 
tually almost anything can be put 
down on a table top without trou- 
ble, and if the surface is 
scratched, it is easy to repair.
